and two SLA soldiers. 

The four were taken to hospital in 
Nabariya. 

One of the two IDF soldiers in- 
jured in die .first blast was released 
last night from hospital. 

At about the' same time, a Vtiks- 
.... wagenr driven by a young man 
approached an SLA checkpoint near 
Hasbaya in the eastern sector. When 
. an SLA soldier, suspecting that the 
driver’s papers were counterfeit, 
started to search the vehicle, die 
driver detonated the 150-kilogram 
explosive charge. 

Seventeen Lebanese, inducting 
two SLA soldiers, were killed, and 
four SLA soldiers were wounded. 
The driver was also killed. 

Several cars waiting in line at die' 
checkpoint were burned. 

SLA commander Brigadier 
Antoine Lahad later visited the 
scenes of both incidents. 

IDF forces dosed all entry from 
: northern Lebanon to the security 
zone in die wake of the attacks. 

AP reported from Beirut yester- 
day that the Lebanese ghi who drove 
the car bomb said before her suicide 
mission: “I hope to kill as many Jews 
and their agents as possible.'’ 

In a farewell message, video- 
‘ | taped before she blew herself up; 
f green-eyed Ibtissam Hub said: “I 
hope! ®ry mason will be succeeded... 
so this will be a lesson to every 
enemy and traitor.*' 

She was the third Lebanese 
;• woman to carry out a suidde bomb- 
ing attack on the Israelis and their 
mainly Christian allies since April. 

The 28-year-old psychology stu- 
dentat Beirut’s Lebanese University 
said on the tape, recorded some time 
before she drove off to her death: ‘T 
salute all my comrades in the nation- 
al resistance.”

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Attorney-General raps

Racial incitement bill 
passes first reading

-The Knesset yesterday passed the 
first reading of a bill to make racial 
incitement a crime. The bill, an 
amendment to the Penal Law, was 
presented and debated together with 
an amendment to the Base Law, 
listing reasons for which a party can 
be disqualified from a Knesset elec- 
tion. 

Justice .Minister Moshe Nissim 
said that the Penal Law amendment 
might be considered superfluous, 
because there is sufficient basis in 
the existing law for taking legal ac- 
tion against racial incitement. The 
main purpose in specifying racial 
incitement is educational,. he said. 

Both bills were supported by the 
coalition factions, Map am and the 
Citizens Rights Movement. The 
Democratic Front, the Progressive 
List, and Mohammed Watad 
(Mapam) voted against. Meix 
Kahane (Kach) abstained. - - 

The Basic Law amendment states 
that a Knesset list will not take part 
in elections if its aims, explicitly or 
implicitly, or its deeds include one of 
the following: ■ 

• Negating the existence of the state.

Two Arabs who confessed to the 
murders of Meix Ben-Yair and 
Michal Cohen are in custody, and 
booses belonging to their families in 
Judea have been demolished, the 
Israel Defence Forces spokesman 
announced yesterday.

Histadrut steps up protests, 
plans total shutdown

TEL AVTV. - The wave of 
labour unrest is scheduled to 
gather momentum during the 
rest of the week, culminating in 
an open-ended general strike 
next Sunday. 

Electric Corporation (IEC) work- 
ers will continue their strike today, 
though employees of the Bezek tele- 
communications company and the 
marine ratings are expected to re- 
turn to work for the rest of the week. 

On Thursday, a wide range of 


works committees are due to begin 
striking, including Mekorot water 
company workers, and petrol -and 
gas company workers. Mordechai 
Graberg, a representative of the gas 
workers, said that gas supplies could 
ran out within two days of the strike 
beginning. 

The Histadrut's strike committee 
decided yesterday to intensity the 
labour action and prepare for a 
general strike on Sunday, after 
Trade Union Department Chairman 
Haim Haberfeld reported that the 
government was determined to press 


ahead with its plans to erode wages 
and dismiss workers by means of 
emergency decrees. 

Haberfeld told the committee, 
which consists of the heads of the 
country’s large unions and work 
committees, that the government 
was continuing to issue dismissal 
notices, despite promises to the His- 
tadrut that the decree would be held 
in abeyance for the duration of the 
negotiations. 

Tempers at the meeting ran high, 
with the participants particularly in- 
censed by the government’s issuing 


yesterday of back-to-work orders to 
IEC workers. Bezek workers repre- 
sentative Yehezkd Shefer warned 
that they would intensify their strug- 
gle if the orders were not withdrawn. 

An emergency meeting of repre- 
sentatives of work committees 
throughout the country will be held 
this morning to prepare for Sunday’s 
general strike. The secretaries of the 
national unions will meet afterwards 
to make their own preparations. The 
Histadrut centra] committee will 
hold an emergency meeting tomor-

Next October’s pay is new sticking point

The main obstacle to an accord 
between the Histadrut and the gov- 
ernment is a basic disagreement over 
wage policies after the current three- 
month wage and price freeze, highly 
placed sources told The Jerusalem 
Fiotsr yesterday. 

The sources said that in addition 
to the argument over wage-erosion 
compensation to be paid during the 
freeze, the Histadrut is also insisting 
that after the emergency period is 
over regular compensation be paid 
for the price increases in accordance 
with the cost-of-living allowance 
agreements. 

The Treasury opposes this de- 
mand and insists that October's 
eroded salaries are to provide a new 
base, with all previous commitments 
wiped out 

Prime Minister Peres, Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i and His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar are to resume their talks 


today after failing yesterday to reach 
agreement on wages and on the 
government’s use of emergency reg- 
ulations to implement its new econo- 
mic policy. 

During yesterday’s discussions. 
Kessar insisted that the government 
and the Histadrut agree on what the 
level of real wages will be next 
October and March. 

Kessar accused Moda’i of “twist- 
ing” the entire thrust of the prog- 
ramme, and attempting to delink 
wages while maintaining full linkage 
on capital. 

Histadrut sources, however, con- 
tend that wages mil drop to well 
below their 1980-81 level as a con- 
sequence of the economic recovery 
programme. 

Research by Histadrut and Treas- 
ury economists into the likely effect 
of the programme on wages has 
shown that they will drop to 7 per 
cent net below their 1980 level, the 
sources said. 

Gross wage erosion over the next 
three months is projected at 38 per 
cent, or 50 per cent since the begin- 


ning of the package deal process last 
October. Both Peres and Moda’i 
have accepted the results of the 
study which, the sources said, make 
a mockery of the Treasury’s original 
projection of 7 per cent erosion over 
the next three months. 

Kessar told Peres and Moda’i that 
die Histadrut would not be able to 
control the labour situation in the 
face of 50 per cent erosion, the 
sources said. The most the labour 
federation could accept is 10 per cent 
erosion over the next three months, 
Kessar said. 

Treasury officials are reportedly 
trying to find ways to deal with this 
erosion which they say will come 
about because tax brackets are not 
due to be adjusted to take account of 
inflation in these three months. At 
the same time no wage erosion com- 
pensation will be given, other than 
the allowance now being negotiated. 

“Some way has to be found to 
prevent such an undesirable ero- 
sion,” the government sources indi- 
cated. They said that in October, the 
Treasury will adjust tax brackets by 


the entire level of inflation over the 
three month period, in accordance 
with the law. This will yield a 9 per 
cent net increase in wages. 

Disagreement about the best way 
to compensate workers within the 
freeze was evident yesterday when 
Moda'i insisted that compensation in 
July should average 10 per cent of 
inflation and not 14 per cent as the 
Histadrut wants. The higher rate 
would cost some S12 million above 
what has been planned, Moda'i said. 

Moda’i’s comments followed 
Peres's remarks that workers would 
get a 14 per cent compensation this 
month. 

The finance minister repeated that 
he was willing to agree on a scaled 
compensation, with full compensa- 
tion being given to the poorest 20 per 
cent of the population. There is 
increasing concern within the gov- 
ernment that the Histadrut is losing 
its grip over the unions and Works 
committees. Senior officials stressed 
yesterday that if the government 
loses the battle on the wage front, 
the entire programme is likely to faO.

Two killed, seven hurt 
in two road accidents 

BEERSHEBA (Itim). - Two per- 
sons were killed and six others in- 
jured Monday evening in a collision 
between a truck and a small van . The 
accident occurred at the Shoket 
Junction northeast of Beereheba lo- 
cated at the exit from Beereheba in 
the direction of Jerusalem. 

The junction is the site of frequent 
fatal accidents. 

A 25-year-old woman was serious- 
ly injured yesterday when she was 
struck by a pick-up truck while cros- 
sing a street in Carmiel. The woman 
was given emergency treatment and 
then taken by ambulance to hospital 
in Nahariya. She was later transfer- 
red to Rambam Hospital in Haifa.

Fifteen young men are to enter the 
Jerusalem District Court this morn- 
ing to hear three judges pronounce 
their verdict in the country’s most 
dramatic terrorist trial. Fourteen 
months after their arrest, the defen- 
dants in what has been dubbed the 
“Jewish terrorist underground" are 
to hear court president Judge 
Ya’acov Bazak pronounce, at the 
end of what promises to be a lengthy 
judgment relating to each indi- 
vidual, whether they have been 
found “guilty” or “innocent.” 

To some in Israel, the 15 defen- 
dants, all residents of settlements in 
Judea and Samaria, are “our na- 
tion's finest," - dedicated pioneers 
goaded into action by the inexcus- 
able failure of the authorities to 
provide adequate security as the set- 
tlers wish. 

To others, the size of the group, 
their ideological fanaticism and the 
extent of popular and high-level 
political support they mustered 
throughout the trial, all confirm that 
in the final analysis Jewish settle- 
ment in the territories threatens the 
fabric of Israeli society. 

Twenty-seven men, including 
three serving Israel Defence Forces 
officers were arrested in May 1984 in 
connection with a string of terrorist 
attacks and planned bombings on 
Arab targets in the West Bank and 
East Jerusalem. Their trial opened 
on June 11 and was immediately split 
into three separate proceedings. 

Two of the officers, Rav-Seren 
Shlomo Li via tan and Seren Roni 
Gilo, were eventually released on 
bail after initial proceedings, when 
the court agreed to suspend the 
hearing pending the outcome of the 
major trial to which their offences 
were related. 

The remaining 25 defendants 
faced charges, stemming from mem- 
bership in a terrorist organization, 
the illegal possession or even theft of 
arms and attempted murder. The 
charge sheet alleged that some of

them bad participated in the June 
1980 maiming of two West Bank 
Pales tinian leaders whose cars were 
booby-trapped. In a parallel attack, 
a Druse bomb-disposal expert was 
blinded when he inadvertently set 
off another device. Most of the de- 
fendants had been involved in a plot 
to destroy the Dome of the Rock on 
the Temple Mount and some had 
been involved in the attempted mass 
bombing of six Arab-owned buses 
last May. 

Six defendants faced a separate 
charge of murder following the 1983 
shooting and handgrenade attack on 
the Islamic University in Hebron. 

For over a year, three of the state's 
top prosecutors- Dorit Beinish, Yis- 
ca Leibowitz and Uzi Hasson - faced 
a battery of the country's sharpest 
and most expensive defence advo- 
cates. 

After weeks of legal and procedu- 
ral wrangling, the trial moved into 
the key stage of hearing the confes- 
sions and statements given by the 
defendants to their police and 
General Security Service interroga- 
tors. Much of this so called “mini- 
trial*' on the admissibility of these 
confessions was held in camera, to 
protect the identities and modus 
operandi of the counter-intelligence 
service and its agents. 

At the same time, the prosecution 
began to conclude plea-bargaining 
agreements with some of the ac- 
cused. Eventually, 10 of the more 
minor defendants pleaded guilty to 
various reduced charges. One. Gilad 
Peli, was imprisoned for 10 years for 
his part in the plot to blow up the 
Dome of the Rock. Another, Avi- 
noam Katrielli, has already been 
released after serving the customary 
two thirds of the 15-month sentence 
he received.

Riotous protest by civil servants

It was supposed to be a demon- 
stration ‘That we can be proud of," 
said one of the organizers. But it 
didn't turn out that way. 

The demonstration near the Knes- 
set of thousands of civil servants 
against the government's plan to 
sack 10,000 of their number was load 
and unruly. 

Dozens of Public Works Depart- 
ment employees, the roadbudldere 
whose agency has been hit with an 
order to cut a third of its work force, 
shouted down speaker after speaker, 
with screams of- “Peres go -home," 
“Moda'i resign." "Bread and 
work," and “Only Kahane.” 

Fisticuffs broke out on the plat- 
form as the PWD workers, climbing 
on each other's shoulders, took over 
the podium. 

Speakers grabbed the microphone 
from one another to shout slogans 
about union solidarity and refusal to 
let the government “fire a single 
person." 

All the while, an apoplectic union 
leader screamed at the demonstra- 
tors to “calm down." 

The fighting for the microphone 
contrasted sharply with a picnic-like 
atmosphere on the lawn surrounded 
by rose gardens and carefully-tended 
shrubbery. * 

Hundreds at ceremony 
honouring Herd 

Hundreds of veteran Israelis, 
Ethiopian olim and Druse notables 
gathered on Mt. Herd yesterday to 
mark the 81st anniversary of the 
death of Theodore Herzl. 

President Chaim Herzog noted to 
those present that perhaps Heizl's 
vision was too idealistic, but he said 
that we must constantly work to 
achieve the goals of complete equal- 
ity and freedom, economic inde- 
pendence and the advance of science 
and technology.

“Bread and circuses, circuses for 
the masses," said an elderly roan as 
he sat alone under a tree watching 
the events on the podium. 

For many on the scene yesterday, 
the happenings on the podium were 
a show, rather than an inspiration. • 

“I don't believe in strikes. But 
when I went to the office nobody was 
there, so I came here,” a woman told 
a group of friends, apparently the 
people who were missing from the 
government office where she works. ’ 

The placards said: “The-govera- 
ment should give an example,” asd 
“The country doesn’t want newcom- 
ers -it fires us.” 

A third revealed that the man 
canying it, dressed in a faded grey 
suit, takes home IS 137,897 a month. 
“How shall I pay my bills?" read the 
placard. 

The conversations among the 
onlookere was mostly about goings- 
on at the office and the likelihood of 
co-workers being fired. 

After it became apparent that 
there would be no proper speech- 
making - two Knesset Members, 
Ran Cohen of the Citizens Rights 
Movement and Elazar Granot of 


Map am, were also shouted down - 
the demonstration moved 100 
metres to the Treasury. 

There, behind police barricades 
that they tried to knock over in the 
excitement, some 2,000 demonstra- 
tors shouted their slogans. 

In the front rows, the shouters 
were hysterical, and sometimes the 
chant “Begin, Begin” drowned out 
“Peres go home" and “Moda’j res- 
ign.” 

The police had their work cut out 
to keep the crowd from attacking the 
, ivy-covered Finance Ministry build- 
ing. A young woman feinted. Her 
: sister said: “She faints all the time.'” 

• MK Ya'acov Shamai (Herut) ho- 
vered at the edge of the demonstra- 
tion. He wanted to arrange a meet- 
ing between Moda'i and “a delega- 
tion from the demonstrators." 

But Moda'i waited until- most of 
the demonstrators had shouted 
themselves out, and only then admit- 
ted Shamai and a handful of the rally 
organizers for a few minutes. . 

Outside, an elderly man re- 
counted some history to a much 
younger man. “There was a time," 
he said, “when the slogan ‘Bread 
and work' was chanted by people 
who were really hungry. That was in 
the '50s. But since then there's been 
inflation in a lot more than money." 


Escaped convict held for murder

HAIFA. - The police yesterday re- 
leased the name of the escaped con- 
vict suspected of murdering Avi 
Avtalion in a citrus orchard near 
Pardes Hanna over three weeks ago. 

The suspfect. Fahmi Masrawa, 43, 
of Baka al-Gharbiya, was arrested 
six days ago, but publication of his 
name was withheld pending further 
inquiries. 

The police said Masrawa had since 


confessed to tin- m'irder and helped 
reconstruct the crime. 

The body of Avtalion, 34, of 
Binyamina. was found in the middle 
of the orchard, in a shed close to the 
village of Talmei Eliezer. 

The police said Masrawa had been 
on the run since 1982 and had work- 
ed in the orchard with Avtalion. 
They believe that Masrawa’s fear 
that Avtalion would turn him in was 
the motive for the crime. 


Jerusalem official dismisses Mormon ‘bribe’ hint

The Jerusalem municipality 
yesterday denied a suggestion, by 
one of the country's Christian com- 
munity leaders, that approval for the 
building of an extension centre for a 
Mormon-run university was con- 
nected to a donation to Jerusalem by 
the sect. 

The mayor’s adviser on Christian 
affairs. Naomi Teasdale, said that no 
such money bad been offered. 

Speaking at a news conference 
called by the major Christian de- 
nominations to denounce the Mor- 
mons for "misrepresenting them- 


selves as Christian.'’ Charles Kopp, 
general secretary of the United 
Christian Council in Israel, said he 
was suspicious about tbe “speed" 
with which Brigham Young Uni- 
versity's Mount Scopus project had 
been approved. 

He compared this with the situa- 
tion of tbe Baptist Church , which has 
been in the capital for 60 years "and 
has struggled for three years to re- 
build the church which was burned 
down." 

He suggested that the approval 
was in some way linked to a “big 
donation to the city.” 


Teasdale said notices had been 
published calling for objections to 
the Brigham Young project and the 
only complaint came from the Coun- 
cil for a Beautiful Israel, which sub- 
sequently withdrew it. 

She added that since the reunifica- 
tion of the city in 1967, more Christ- 
ian institutions bad been built in 
Jerusalem than during the entire 
period of the Jordanian occupation. 


She flatly denied that any money had 
been offered to the dty of Jerusalem 
as a “bribe." 

Among the participants at tbe 
press conference were Kopp, 
Michael Bowman, rector of Christ 
Church (Anglican), Father Peter 
Matros. diocesan Roman Catholic 
priest from Beit Jalla, and Dr. John 
Tleel, representing the Greek 
Orthodox Patriarchate.

Settlers opposed to refugees’ return

TEL AVIV. - Representatives of 
the Jewish residents of the Gaza 
District yesterday asked Likud 
ministers to help foil a plan to trans- 
fer some 5,000 Palestinian refugees 
from Sinai to the Gaza District. 

' Israel transferred the refugees to 
Sinai in the 1970s and tbe peace 
agreement with Egypt provides for 
their return, but the Jews say a new 
situation has meanwhile arisen. 


They have threatened to take ac- 
tion if the refugees are returned. 
Asked what they planned to do, 
Yigal Kirschensaft, their leader, 
said, “We shall see.” 

Y esterday a delegation of the Jew- 
ish residents met Vice Premier Yit- 
zhak Shamir. Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Arens. 

Kirschensaft told The Post Shamir 
said the agreement with Egypt must 
be honoured. 
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and Zvi Cohen decided in April this 
year that the confessions of the re- 
maining defendants were admissible 
and decided to merge the murder 
charges, to shorten tbe proceedings. 

But the judges refused to allow the 
defendants to pursue their chosen 
line of defence which was to portray 
the security situation in the West 
Bank as so bad that their actions 
were justified and tantamount to 
self-defence. Piqued that they had 
been stymied again in trying to make 
a political point from the dock, most 
of die defendants dismissed their 
lawyers. 

A trial that had opened under 
almost unprecedented news-media 
interest, so much so that proceedings 
were transferred to a specially pre- 
pared central ball, ended without 
even w hi mp er in one of the regular 
chambers of the building in Saj prtin 
Street. The central ball has been 
rif-eq nipped in anticipation of to- 
day's veidict. 

During the trial several of the 
leading defendants made sensational 
•statements allegedly incriminating 
senior Gush F.rnnnim rabbis and 
leaders, including Moshe Levin ger 
and Knesset Member Eliezer Wald- 
man, who were questioned by the 
police. 

“But at least three people whom 
the prosecution alleged should also 
be in the dock today are absent. Ira 
Rappaport and Yosi Indor who are 
said to have participated in the June 
1980 car-bomb attacks are fugitives. 
Rappaport is staying with his father 
in New York. Indor is thought to be 
at large 'somewhere in Israel. 

There is also a mysterious and 
so-fer unidentified “third man" who 
is alleged to have taker part in an 
aborted attempt to bomb the car of 
another Palestinian activist in Beth- 
lehem. His existence has emerged 
from the statements of his alleged 
accomplices but, despite the stra- 
tagems of the investigators, be has 
not been identified.

Six die in inter-Moslem fighting in Tripoli 


BEIRUT. - Rival Moslem factions 
battled in the northern port of Tripo- 
li yesterday killing at least six per- 
sons. only hours after Lebanon's 
Moslem leaders agreed in Damascus 
to make fresh efforts to halt feuding 
between militias in West Beirut. 

Fighters of the* Islamic Unification 
Movement, Tawheed, battled for 
several hours in Tripoli, 80 kms. 
north of Beirut, with artillery and 
rocket-propelled grenades against 
the Syrian backed Arabian Knig hts 
militia for the second day. 

At least six people were slain 
yesterday, police said. The fighting 
in Lebanon's second largest city 
raised the casualty toll since Monday 


to at least 22 killed and 28 wounded 
by police count. 

Syria could find and obtain the 
immediate release of 13 foreigners 
kidnapped in Lebanon but is holding 
back until “the right moment," a 
senior Lebanese government source 
said yesterday in BeuuL 

Forcing their release would re- 
quire more involvement than 
Damascus believed appropriate at 
present, the source said. 

In Damascus, Lebanese Moslem 
leaders yesterday announced plans 
after Syrian-mediated talks to tight- 
en security at Beirut airport, and 
called for all non-state armed forces 
to disband and hand over their 
weapons to the Lebanese army. 


Prime Minister Rashid Karameh 
told reporters after an 11-hour meet- 
ing involving Sunni, Shi'ite and 
Druse leaden that a nationwide plan 
to “restore law and order, collect all 
weapons and dissolve all organiza- 
tions possessing weapons” was 


Karameh and several of the Mos- 
lem political and spiritual leaders 
returned to Beirut after the talks, 
mediated by Syrian Vice-President 
Abdel-Halim Khaddam. 

A Rumanian passenger plane 
yesterday became the first foreign 
airlin er to land in Lebanon since 
President Reagan's move to dose 
Beirut airport after the U.S. hijack 
crisis last moqth.

Jewish Agen- 
cy workers and university teachers 
starting Sunday was overtaken by 
the subsequent decision to hold a 
general strike. 

Union secretary Eliahu Reiff 
advised all workefs who received 
dismissal notices ’ to return them. 
“We wiD not be the prey of the 
government's measures,'' he said. 

Yesterday’s three-hour strike of 
government workers, organized by 
the Civil Service Union was an 
“unprecedented success "-according 
to union secretary .Reuveri Ben- 
Axni: Ben-Ami told the strike , com- 
mittee that unrest was growing m the 
onion over the dismissal notices, and 
said that the union secretariat would 
hold a meeting today to decide on 
future measures. • 

Representatives of tbe IEC, Be- 
zek workers and the marine ratings 
also described their strikes as a suc- 
cess. Seven ships were immobilized 
in Israeli ports yesterday, and 
marine ratings works committee 
bead Shlomo Avi tan warned that 
ships in foreign ports would also be 
struck if the impasse with the gov- 
ernment continued. 

Other works committees that are 
on the verge of striking are die El A1 
committees, the Airports Authority 
workers and the defence industries 
workers. The defence workers have 
decided in principle to begin labour 
action in coordination with the de- 
fence authorities. 

In addition to the strikes, demon- 
strations are planned throughout the 
country, most of them organized by 
local labour councils. Government 
workers rallied outside the Knesset 
yesterday, workers demonstrated in 
Beersheba. and other demonstra- 
tions are planned for Petah Tikva, 
Ramat Gan and Bnei Brak this 
week. 

Histadrut leaders met with repre- 
sentatives of tbe Manufacturers 
Association here last night in an 
attempt to enlist them in a common 
front in the struggle against the gov- 
ernment's measures. 

After meeting with Manufacturers 
Association work committee chair- 
man Uzi Natanel, Haberfeld said 
that the two sides were searching for 
a formula that would allow the ero- 
sion of private sector wages to be 
mitigated without breaking the 
terms of the emergency decrees.

A senior government official said 
yesterday that the ministers' approv- 
al was for the duration of the 
emergency regulations issued by the 
government on economic measures 
until October 1. 


All minis ters may be empowered 
to issue back-to-work orders to 
maintain essential services in areas 
qrithjn their ministerial responsibil- 
ity. Yesterday's cabinet approval 
collects these powers under one 
head, allowing Peres and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i to issue the 
orders themselves. 

Tsur said he could not agree to the 
“wholesale” use of back-to-work 
orders without it being specified ex- 
actly how long such orders would last 
and against whom they are to be 
directed. Tsur said he would raise 
these objections at the next cabinet 
meeting on Sunday. 


Syria expels PLA units from Lebanon 


AMMAN. - A fop Palestinian milit- 
ary official accused Syria yesterday 
of expelling from Lebanon the last 
remaining units of tbe Palestinian 
Liberation Army (PLA) to PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

A PLO source said in Amman 
yesterday that the first FLA soldiers 
arrived in Jordan early yesterday 
morning. 

“The action is part of security 
arrangements agreed between Syria

Because of the- composition ' of 
municipal manpower, he said, the 
cabinet mandated an absolute num- 


ber of firings - 4,000 - rather than an 
across-the-board percentage figure, 
as was ordered for government 
minis tries (3 per cent). 

Formally, power to choose who is 
to be sacked is vested in Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Peretz, but he has 
transferred this authority to the 
mayors. 

Kubersky said tenure would not 
be a factor in deckling who goes. 
Instead, mayors or their aides are to 
weed out workers who are felt to 
contribute less than others to the 
operation of their local authority. 

He noted that local -authority 
payrolls had reached a record of 
63.000 in February 1979, but had 


been trimmed to 57,000 by 1984. 
Since then, the total has come back 
to 60,000, he said. 

To ease the debt burden of the 
local authorities, Kubersky added, 
the cabinet has barred new loans to 
tbexn by the Mifal Hapayis lottery 
organization, but will allow grants if 
Mifal Hapayis wishes to make them. 

Another measure - one that is 
expected to bring in S150 million by 
next year to the local authorities 
coffers - is a -new property tax on 
luxury flats and homes. Minister 
Peretz has been assigned the job of 
drawing up tbe legislation for the 
new levy. 


Alarm system available now 
to elderly who can pay for it 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - An alarm system 
linked to police headquarters, until 
new available only to elderly Tel 
Aviv welfare recipients, is to be 
made available also to aged persons 
who can pay for it. This was decided 
yesterday by tbe municipal Welfare 
Department. 

Only some 300 persons in the 
city's southern quarters now have 
the alarm , while the police computer 
linked to the beepers can accomo- 
date up to 1 .000 subscribers. The rity 
municipality had contended it could 
not finance an alarm system for 
those who can pay. 

Elderly persons who have the 
means and want to join the service 
will have to pay $1,500 for the beep- 
er. this amount covering also the 
installation fee and a five-year ser- 
vice charge. The payments will help 
to subsidize the system for the 


needy, under a progrfgnme financed 
by the municipality and the Tel Aviv 
Development Fund. 

A slight pressure on the beeper 
button alerts the police and within 
minutes, a police or medical team 
should arrive at the client’s resi- 
dence. 

Details on every subscriber in- 
chiding names of closest relatives, 
address, telephone number, medical 
condition and the language he or she 
speaks, are fed into the police com- 
puter to be available when the alarm 
is sounded. The Motorola company, 
which produces the beepers and 
alarm system, has installed a system- 
checking device to ensure against 
damage. 

Similar systems are operated in 
Jerusalem by tbe Yad Sarah and 
Amit volunteer organizations, in 
cooperation with the police and 
Magen David Adorn.

NEW YORK. - The trend among 
American Jewry to move out of tbe 
older industrial cities to Sunbelt 
states accelerated last year, with 
nearly 80,000 Jews moving to Flor- 
ida alone, according to the 1985 
American Jewish Year Book, just 
published by the American Jewish 
Committee. 

The growing Jewish migration to 
Florida, made up predominantly, 
but not exclusively, of retired per- 


sons, pushed that states' Jewish 
population to 558,820, or 5.2 per 
cent of the states’ total population. 
Only two states, New York, with 
1,879,955 Jews (1G.6 per cent of the 
total population) and New Jersey, 
with 433,475 (5.8 per cent Jewish), 
have a higher percentage of Jews. 

Other states that saw robust 
growth in their Tewish population 
included Arizona, Colorado, Texas, 
California and Georgia. The Jewish 
population in the U.S. in 1984 was 
estimated at 5,817,000, an increase 
of 89,000 over 1983. 


London TV chiefs refuse time to terrorists

The news editor, they explained, 
was an experienced Middle East cor- 
respondent. He had fldwn out to 


Beirut with a TV crew accompanied 
by Collet’s daughter, Su Grant. 

The TV company financed her trip 
to Lebanon to enable her to lobby 
Moslem leaders and trade down her 
father and secure his release. He had 
been working as an information 
officer with the United Nations Re- 
lief and Works Agency (Unrwa). 

A group called Tbe Revolutionary 
Organization of Socialist Muslims 
has accused Collet of spying. They 
have already indicated that they 
were responsible for the killing of a 
British Council employee in Athens 
and the British Deputy High Com- 
missioner in Bombay. 

Maitland yesterday attempted to 
clarify his eariier comments by drop- 
ping references to “3VJs-bours to say 
whatever they want.”

WWH American warship 
given final berth in Haifa Port 
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WhoTlpay 
for eggs 
to the poor?

TEL AVIV. - An agreement to 
distribute surplus eggs to the needy 
! may break up because of disagree- 
; ment among offidals about who 
should pay for them. About 100 
million surplus eggs are in cold stor- 
age. 

An Agriculture Ministry official 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that the announcement about the 
free eggs has been “premature." 
Minister of Agriculture Arye 
N ehamirio on Monday proposed to 
Social Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav that he give surplus eggs to the 
needy. Katsav agreed and a team of 
senior officials from both ministries 
were scheduled yesterday evening to 
start talks on how to implement the 
scheme. 

A Social Affairs Ministry official 
told The Paw be didn't know that tbe 
Agriculture Ministry was going to 
charge them for eggs they planned to 
destroy anyway. “If the Agriculture 
Ministry thinks it can squeeze money 
our of us. then it better continue 
destroying tbe eggs because our cof- 
fers are empty.” 

In reply, a senior Agriculture 
Ministry official said: “If we were 
going to give away the eggs, then we 
don't need Katsav." Another Agri- 
culture Ministry official added: “The 
eggs are free, but somebody has to 
pay for the packaging material, for 
cold storage, and for transporting 
the eggs to the needy.” 

A Social Affairs Ministry official 
said, be was under the impression 
that its job was only to provide a list 
of names and addresses of those to 
get the eggs. 

But even if an agreement is 
reached on the price of these surplus 
eggs, no one at the Agriculture 
Ministry could say when the needy 
would start receiving them. 

One official said the whole matter 
was a public relations srunt. “The 
needy will eat two eggs a day instead 
of one. Instead of a surplus of 100 
milliqn eggs, we will have a surplus 
of 99.9 million.*' 

The agreement will not effect the 
destruction of eggs either. What are 
mainly destroyed are rotten eggs 
that have been in cold storage too 
long. Since no one is planning to give 
rotten eggs to the needy, they 
will continue to be destroyed. 

Tbe Poultry Production and 
Marketing Board (PPMB) puts sur- 
plus eggs into cold storage. Accord- 
ing to PPMB regulation, approved 
by the Agriculture Ministry, eggs in 
cold storage up to three months can 
.be sold as fresh eggs without a spe- 
cial l abel or stamp. Eggs in cold 
storage from three to six months can 
be sold to the public only if they are 
stamped or labelled as such. Such 
eggs are only sold when there is a 
shortage on die market. 

Two Map am MKs, Yair Tsaban 
and Elazar Granot, yesterday tabled 
a private members bill forbidding 
the destruction of farm produce. 
Their bill would provide for the 
transfer of such produce free of 
charge to hospitals and to institu- 
tions for the needy. 

Stabbing victim dies 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Ali Hasuna, 20, 
of Jaffa, died yesterday at Wolfson 
Hospital of stab wounds he received 
last week. The police suspect that 
the man was stabbed in a quarrel 
between drug peddlers. 

Hasuna had been. brought to 
Wolfson Hospital by two youths who 
said they found him lying bleeding in 
the street in Jaffa. 

The police later arrested a 35- 
year-old Jaffa resident on suspicion 
of being involved in the stabbing.

HAIFA. - Haifa Port has become 
the last haven for an American 
World War II vintage warship, the 
USS Gandy. TheJerusalem Post was 
told yesterday. 

The Gandy, a destroyer escort, 
was towed into the port on Monday 
by a rescue salvage ship, the USS 
Opportune. 

The Gandy is to remain here - as a 
permanent US naval presence - until 
it is needed for live gunnery practice, 
when it will be taken out of the port 
and sunk. 

The ship had been in service with 
the Italian Navy since 1951, but was 
me anly returned to tbe U.S. Navy. It 
was decided that since the Gandy has 


outlived its purpose , it will be used as 
a target ship. 

Details of the Gandy's fate were 
given to The Post during a City Hall 
reception yesterday for the Oppor- 
tune's commanding officer Lt. 
Cmdr. William McAfee, who was 
accompanied by the American 
Assistant Naval Attache, Lieutenant 
Commander, Richard Smith. 

Smith told The Post that the last 
time the Sixth Fleet was involved in a 
live gunnery exercise was in Septem- 
ber 1984. He did not know when the 
next one was planned. 

The Opportune, with its comple- 
ment of 100 officers and men, is due 
to leave the port tomorrow. The 
guided missile destroyer USS Bar- 
ney, with a crew of about 150, is due 
to visit the port next Monday. 


‘English camp’ is summer’s hit in Qfakim

OF AKIM. - An English-language 
day camp in this Negev town of 
14,000 is the surprise “hit” of the hot 
season. .Some 120 youngsters aged 
11-13 are spending four hours every 
day this week speaking and playing 
in English with 18 young English- 
speaking volunteers. 

Four of the volunteers are new 
olixn, the others are on a one-year 
Habonim (Labour Zionist Youth) 
training course. 

The camp is held at the Giv’a 
school, where the principal, tbe En- 
glish teacher and the gym instructor 
have also volunteered their time. 


O fakim is part of the Project Re- 
newal programme and has been 
“adopted” by the South African 
Jewish community. A similar camp 
was held on Hannuka with 60 chil- 
dren and four volunteers. The orga- 
nizers hope the camp will be held 
twice a year from now on. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
Project Renewal will set up an 
English-language resource library 
and teaching centre at the school in 
September. The centre's services 
will be free to English teachers in the 
town and the immediate area. Chil- 
dren will be able to get free tutorials. 
English classes for adults are plan- 
ned. 


Two wild asses bom to herd 
at Ramon Crater’s reserve

BEERSHEBA. - Two wild asses 
were born last month to the herd 
already roaming freely in the Ramon 
Crater Park near the Negev town of 
Mitzpe Ramon. 

The two “signify the success of the 
experiment undertaken by the Na- 
ture Reserves Authority twenty 
years ago,” Yael Shoham, the NRA 
spokeswoman, said. “The idea is to 
return wildlife to their natural habi- 
tat in Israel,” she added. 

Wild asses were common in the 
area from Bible times until they 
became extinct about a century ago. 
In 1976, the Shah of Iran sent a few 
wild asses to Israel, and they were 
raised under semi-wild conditions in 
the Hai-Bar Wildlife Reservation 
■ near Kibbutz Yotvata in the Arava, 
40 kilometres north of Eilat. 

The wild asses adjusted well to 
their new home and multiplied.. Af- 


ter initial attempts to set several 
males free in the wild failed, the 
NRA finally gradually freed a mixed 
herd of eight (one later died) three 
years ago. Later, another small herd 
was also freed in the Ramon Crater 
Park, the country’s largest nature 
reserve. 

“This event is of international im- 
portance, having wild asses being 
born in the wild without any protec- 
tion or help,” said Shoham. “Our 
zoologists are following their prog- 
ress with monitors and they have 
acclim atized very well. "

Shultz tour underlines 
U.S. support for Thais

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SITE 7, Thailand (AP). - Tens of 
thousands of Kampuchean refugees , 
chanting “God bless America" and 
“We want to go home,” greeted 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz when he helicoptered to the 
embattled Thai-Kampuchean bor- 
der yesterday. 


In a show of support for Thailand 
and its non-Communist allies in 
South East Asia, Shultz toured this 
evacuation site crowded with re- 
fugees. Virtually the entire popula- 
tion of 53,285 turned out to welcome 
Shultz, who shook hands, patted 
naked babies on the head and lis- 
tened to stories of atrocities commit- 
ted by Vietnamese troops in Kam- 
puchea. 

Site 7, 12 kilometres from the 


Kampuchean border was set up to 
receive the civilian residents of Nong 
Samet, a village hit by the Viet- 
namese. 

The residents are not eligible for 
resettlement but are considered dis- 
placed persons who the Thai govern- 
ment says will be sent back to Kam- 
puchea when the situation becomes 
less dangerous. 

Vietnam invaded what was then 
known as Cambodia in 1978 and is 
still fighting resistance guerrillas. 
Thailand supports the guerrillas, 
who had camps along the border. 
Late last year and earlier this year, 
Vietnamese troops swept through 
the area, destroying virtually every 
guerrilla camp and driving some 
230,000 guerrillas and civilians into 
Thailand. 


Asian na tions condemn Viet occupation 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia. - 
The foreign ministers of the Associa- 
tion of South East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) ended a two-day meeting 
yesterday ■ with a communique 
strongly denouncing the Vietnamese 
occupation of Kampuchea . 

The joint communique of the six- 
member group said Vietnam's re- 
cent dry-season offensive along the 
Thai border “had resulted in untold 
har dshi p and suffering for hundreds 
of thousands of displaced Kam- 
pucheans.” 

It said Vietnam's periodically 
announced troop withdrawals from 


Kampuchea actually amounted to 
troop rotations and were an attempt 
on Vietnam’s part to “mislead the 
international co mmuni ty.” 

The ministers from Malaysia, In- 
donesia. Thailand, Singapore, the 
Philippines and Brunei proposed in- 
direct peace talks between Hanoi 
and anti-Vietnamese guerrillas in 
Kampuchea as a Gist step to a settle- 
ment of the 6V^-year conflict. 

They have also endorsed a sepa- 
rate Indonesian initiative that calls 
for a settlement in Kampuchea to be 
linked with the normalization of re- 
lations-

Turkish supertanker sunk 


MANAMA, Bahrain ( AP) - A Tur- 
kish supertanker, the 392.799-tou 
M. Vatan, was attacked by an Iraqi 
Exocet missile yesterday in the Gulf 
waters, shipping sources reported 
soon after Iraq announced that its 
warplanes raided “a very large mari- 
time target.” 

The London-based Lloyds ship- 
ping intelligence department said 
the vessel was the largest attacked in 
the fallout of the Iraq-Iran war on 
Gulf shipping “and possibly ■ the 
largest marine casualty ever in ton- 
nage”. 


Salvage tugboats that rushed out 
to help the attacked vessel mean- 
while reported that the crew had 
abandoned ship for fear that it might 
explode, as the M. Vatan was later 
ascertained to have been, fully 
loaded when attacked, one Gulf 
shipping executive in Kuwait re- 
ported. 

He and other executives in Saudi 
Arabia, Dubai and Bahrain were 
“extremely worried” about the ex- 
tent of leakage being reported by 
crews of the tugboats fighting the 
blaze. 


Two dvil guards slain 
by gunmen in Spain 

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spam (AP). - 
Suspected Basque separatists yester- 
day shot and killed two paramflitaiy 
dvO guards here, the police said. 

They said the guards were inside a 
parked car in the- centre of San 
Sebastian when unidentified gun- 
men shot them four or five times at 
8: 15 a.m. local time. Both policemen 
died instantly. 

The gunmen fled the scene in a 
car. 

The police said they believed the 
gunmen were members of the Bas- 
que separatist organization, ETA.

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police- 
teen shot (toad at least seven blacks 
in clashes east of Johannesburg 
yesterday, hours before more than 
10,000 mourners turned out’ for a 
tense funeral for four previous riot 
victims, police and witnesses said. _ 

The police said foe seven deaths in 
Kwa-Tbema, about 50 kilometres 
east of Johannesburg, occurred 
when officers fired on crowds of 
blade? attacking the homes of black 
policemen in anti-apartheid rioting. 

But reporters quoted unidentified 
residents as giving a different ver- 
son, which had as many as eight 
deqd. 

They said policemen fired tear gas 
into a duaema being used for an 


all-night vigil for the four blacks 
buried yesterday, and tten shot to 
death six blacks as they 8ed from the 
ceremony, reporters sank 

The residents said a seventh victim 
was fatally shot by police as he left 
the vigfl, and an eighth was also shot 
and killed while walking along a 
street daring the night , in thebiack 
township. • r - 

Several hours later, a huge crowd 
packed in to Kwa-Tbema stadram for 
the funeral service,, and witnesses 
said two more people were, shot and 
wounded in clashesoutside the sta- 
dium after an attack on the nearby 
home of the mayor. Rev.. James 
Mzamane. 


16 leadings. African dissidents on trial 


PIETERMARITZBURG, South 
Africa (Reuter). - Sixteen leading 
South African dissidents go on trial 
for their lives and lawyers said they 
will ask for more time to prepare 
their defence against charges of high 
treason. 

The 16 leaders of the main internal 
group opposed to South Africa’s 
apartheid, race laws, the United 
Democratic Front (UDF), are ac- 
cused of supporting an alleged 
alliance committed to overthrowing 
the government by force. 

Defence lawyers said they would 
ask for a postponement of the case 
until August 5. The 16 appeared 
briefly on May 20 when the case was 
postponed and they were not asked 


to plead. . 

In a separate trial in Pretoria, 22 
dissidents, including a number of top 
officials of the multi-racial UDF, are 
faring treason charges in the biggest 
South African treason trial for a 
quarter of a century. That case is 
currently adjourned. 

The 16, who are on bail, are 
accused of backing a revolutionary 
alliance the government alleges was 
set up by the exiled African National 
Congress (ANQ, the South African 
Communist Party and the South 
African Congress of Trade Unions. 

The 16 include two of the UDFs 
three presidents, Archie Gumede, 
71, and Albertina Sisulu, 66, wife of 
jailed ANC leader Walter Sisulu. 


Half of Poland’s meat 
sold on black markef 


WARSAW (Reuter). - Up to half of 
Poland’s meat may be being distri- 
buted illegally or sold on the black 
market instead of through the offi- 
cial state network, an official news- 
paper reported yesterday. 

Trybuim Ludu. the Co mmunis t 
Party daily, said nobody knew the 
exact state of Poland's meat re- 
sources, but some experts have esti- 
mated that 40 to 50 per cent escapes 
official distribution. 

Meat, considered by Poles as 
essential to a solid meal, is rationed 
to 2.5 kilograms per person a month. 

“Legal regulations are being wide- 
ly violated,” the newspaper said, 
describing how fanners sell their 
produce on the side and meat- 
processing workers supply exces- 
sively fat sausages and water-logged 
hams, taking choice cuts themselves. 

It suggested an experimental, li- 
mited introduction of farmers’ meat 
markets to bring the black market^ 
into the open.

UK court rejects appeal 
against deportation 


LONDON (Reuter). - A court rul- 
ing yesterday may mean the end to a 
Greek Cypriot couple’s 132-day stay 
in a London church where they are 
seeking sanctuary from deportation. 

Vassilis and Katerina Nicola ille- 
gally entered Britain in January 1976 
after losing their home in the Tur- 
kish invasion of northern Cyprus two 
years earlier. 

The High Court yesterday re- 
jected their appeal against a Home 
Office deportation order first issued 
in 1979. Home Secretary Leon Brit- 
tan refused an appeal to revoke the 
order last April. 

Their stay in St. Mary's Anglican 
Church had the blessing of church 
authorities and attracted sympathy 
from parliamentarians. 

Their attorney said other Greek 
Cypriots who entered Britain illegal- 
ly after fleeing the Turks had been 
allowed to stay. 

But the judge. Sir Hany Woolf, 
said the case pointed out the difficul- 
ties faring the immigration-control 
authorities and ruled it was not argu- 
able. 


Nkomo: 7 followers 
killed during poll 


HARARE (Reuter). - Zimbabwe 
opposition leader Joshua Nkomo 
said two of his PF-Zapu party candi- 
dates in last week's elections had 
been killed. 

Nkomo told Reuters by telephone 
from his home that rempaging gangs 
murdered the two men in black 
townships outside Harare on Mon- 
day night. A third was critically ill in 
hospital, he added. 

“It is plain official killing of people 
and burning and looting of their 
property,” he added. 

Gangs have rampaged through 
townships here since elections a 
week ago retained the ruling Zanu- 
PF party to power. 


Chinese leader in 
Moscow for trade ties 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Chinese 
Vice-Premier Yao Yflin arrived in 
Moscow yesterday for an eight-day 
visit marking a new step in improved 
economic relations between the rival 
superpowers of communism. 

Yao, the most senior Chinese offi- 
cial to visit Moscow for talks for 
many years, is to sign a five-year 
trade pact and to discuss other ways 
to boost economic ties. 

He said on arrival he hoped the 
visit would help promote “the nor- 
malization of Soviet-Chinese rela- 
tions."

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THE ANCIENT art of making tefil- 
fin is no longer a mystery. 

For generations, the masters of 
the intricate craft of constructing the 
pair of black leather phylacteries 
which have to be bound to the fore- 
head and left arm for the morning 
prayers have kept their production a 
closely-guarded secret. Three years 
ago, however, three enterprising 
young men opened a workshop for 
the production of tefillin and other 
ritual objection Beit El, the veteran 
Gush Emnmin settlement north of 
Jerusalem. 

The enterprise is open to the pub- 
lic, and potential buyers -especially 
boys preparing for bar mitzva - are 
encouraged to visit and learn the 
process by which their tefilKn are 
produced. The whole procedure is 
extremely complicated, circums- 
cribed at every step by laws and 
customs. It takes approximately 12 
months for a pair of tefillin to be 
produced. 

Both the black leather boxes and 
the straps with which they are bound 
are made of animal skins. The Beit 


The art of making tefillin 


El workshop, Ateret Kedusha, 
prides itself on quality and the 
method it has perfected using the 
neck and cheek of oxen and cows 
called gassot (thick hide) rather than 
goat or sheep hides, dakot (thin 
hide). 

The advantage is that thick hide, 
after extensive soaking, drying, 
stretching, pressing and manipulat- 
ing is still strong enough not to tear 
easily. Whereas tefillin of thin hide 
are produced by pasting together 
several strips, those made of thick 
hide can be cut out of one single 
piece, by a method developed 90 
years ago by a Jerusalem scribe cal- 
led Telinsky . Moreover, gassot tefil- 
lin which are dropped or get a knock 
(for which the owner must fast for a 
day) can be easily repaired - by 
scraping or filing the damaged sec-

YEAR IN and year out, Limor Tom- 
er has been . appearing before our 
audiences with noteworthy con- 
sistency.

Listening to the 23-year-old per- 
former for the first time, one could 
not but be impressed by her cultured 
professionalism and instrumental re- 
sourcefulness - a pianist negotiating 
fee second movement of Chopin’s 


Funeral March Sonata and the com- 
poser's Fourth Etude with such 
aplomb does command respect. 

Her programme selection, too, 
was appealing. For one thing, the 
proximity of Beethoven’s Opus 111 
and the Chopin Funeral March 
Sonata threw an unexpected light on 
the expressive bond between them, 
far beyond the common opening of 
diminished seventh in the bass. The 
concluding Consolation, following 
as it fed the gloomy Chopin, added a 
genuine poetic touch. As to the 
majestic, masterly conceived Piano 
Variations by Aaron Copland, it was 
an item all the more welcome for 
being beard so infrequently hereab- 
outs. 

With the possible exception of the 
Copland, however, none of Limor 
Tomer’s presentations on Saturday 
night quite stood up to the creative 
demands of the programme.

IT IS DIFFICULT to picture how 
fee coarse, hairy pieces of cattie- 
hide floating in a bath of lime be- 
come manageable parchment-thin 
sheets of leather in a matter of 
weeks. The lime removes most of fee 
hair; the .alternate soaking and 
drying gets rid of fee excess liquids 
and fats; and fee hand-operated 
presses, wife a pressure of up to 20 
tons, force fee material into fee 
required shapes. 

In fee case of bead tefillin, four 
separate compartments into which 
four biblical passages are inserted, 
are pressed into a T-shaped sheet 
until fee form resembles four fingers 
of a dosed fist. Then the hides are 
left for as long as 3-4 months to dry 
out thoroughly and harden. 


ONE THING is for sure, if you get 
started wife keeping fish, you’re in 
certain danger of becoming, an 
addict.

The first stage in setting up fee 
aquarium is to decide whether you 
want a sub-sand bottom filter or a 
bottle type filter attached to fee 
aeration system. The latter isa good, 
workable solution to filtering since it 
can be made at home at almost no 
cost. In either case, you put a good 
layer of aquarium gravel, pre- 
washed in dean water, into fee bot- 
tom of fee tank. If there's a floor 
filter, then fee gravel goes over it; if

Each parchment is wrapped in its 
own leather mantle and tied in an 
intricate manner, using a hair from a, 
calf s tail.

Boiling takes out fee chlor- 
ine, which is poisonous to fish, by 
vapourizing it and letting it escape as 
a gas. If you haven't done this, then 
either do so now or fill fee tank wife 
tap water, hook up fee aerator and 
start it bubbling and then let it stand 
for 72 hours before proceeding. This 
will also get rid of fee chlorine. 

To make a bottle filter, simply fill 
a jam jar wife tightly packed glass 
wool and insert fee air line right to 
fee bottom of the jar. The bubbles 
mil filter up through the wool, and 
there will be constant filtration of the 
water. This is less perfect than a 
sub-sand filter but works very well if 
you change fee rock wool once a 
year or so. 

YOU CAN now put in water plants. 
Do a little bit of underwater landscap- 
ing (be careful that an rocks are of a 
hard granite type and not sandstone 
or other pourous material), and you 
are ready to introduce fish. Here, 
your choice is almost unlimited. 

First, you should decide if you 
want to breed them or not. If you do, 
then you are well advised to stick to 
one kind of fish, since each has its 
own breeding requirements. Then, 
do you want spawuers or ovrvivipar- 
ous (live-bearing) fish? Whatever 
you decide, your tank should now be 
ready to support fish for a long time 
without too much attention. You can 
use artificial top light to enhance the 
effect and enjoy! 

If, however, you want to try a 
balanced aquarium you have to re-

member two simple mathematical 
roles, 1 to 50 and 35 per cent. The 
first mean that the total body length 
in centimetres of fish should be ab- 
out a 1 to 50 ratio to the total square 
cm. of top surface. That is. a tank 
that is 60 x 30cm. will have a top 
surface of 1 .800cm. Divide this by 50 
and see that you can keep 36 body 
length cm. of fish. This represents 
about 10 full grown rosy barbs, or 


zebra fish if you want to breed spaw- 
ners, 12 to 15 guppies if you want 
live-bearers, or fee equivalent in 
gold fish for beauty, depending on 
their length. The second equation 
says that fee mass of living plant 
material should equal about 15 per 
cent of fee mass of fee water in fee 
tank. Now, since we don't measure 
plants by the litre we have to do 
some guessing and adjusting. 

. A balanced aquarium does need a 
heater wife a thermostat in fee win- 
ter if you keep anything but hardy 
goldfish or rosy barbs. The aquarium 
should be in a place wife strong light 
but only early morning (preferred) 
or late evening sunlight. Such an 
aquarium should have a few snails as 
well, to help keep it dean. Of 
course, at first your plants will be 
small and won’t comprise 15 per cent 
of fee volume, so it’s best to put in 
half the fish at first and buy fee rest 
later. 

You will be surprised how fast the 
plants will grow and sometimes how 
fast the fish will multiply, particular- 
ly if there are plenty of places for 
baby fish to hide. That’s when you 
see you have to thin things out, and 
whoops! there's your second 
aquarium. 

Everything said here also applies 
to large fish bowls, which I happen to 
like, although I confess to a certain

There are love- 
ly bowls on the market; in 1959, 
when I asked for one at what wti&t 
was then Jerusalem’s only pet supply 
shop. I was told that a round goldfish 
bowl simple does not exist! The fish, 
I was told, would certainly go mad 
from swimming in circles! 

WHATEVER type of aquarium you 
keep, remember not to overfeed 
your fish. They should eat up algae 
and such and do their own house- 
keeping. They should also eat every 
scrap of food given, so none is left to- 
foul fee water. A good commercial 
fish food, given sparingly two or 
three times a week, is excellent; even 
better are freshly hatched brine 
shrimp, the eggs of which can be 
purchased at your pet shop. 

Remember that fish are sensitive 
to pesticides and other aerosol 
sprays, so if you use them, be sure 
and cover the aquarium with news- 
paper and leave it in place at least 
two hours after spraying. 

The other thing to remember is 
that when you go to purchase your 
equipment, choose the pet shop 
whose operator is interested in help- 
ing you get started, who has time for 
you and your questions, however 
amateurish they may be. If he is a 
reliable dealer, he intends to be 
around, and he knows feat you will 
be back if you get the fish addiction. 
If he has no time or simply thrusts a 
book al you. you might buy fee 
book, but buy your equipment from 
someone else.

TEL AVIV. - Jewish sportsmen and 
sportswomen from South Africa win 
be among a special contingent of 
mainly new immigrants taking part 
in this month's 12th Maccabiah, but 
there will be no South African team 
at the July 15-25 Gaines, organizing 
committee chairman Michael Keve- 
hazi told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day. 

The contingent - called “Maccabi 
Modi’im" - will also include immig- 
rants from Ethiopia, Lebanon, 
Rumania and probably the Soviet 
Union, Kevehazi reported. The 
mixed squad is open to all newcom- 
ers who have not yet been here for 
six months, the minimum mandatory - 
period for inclusion in the Israeli 
team. 

Among team sports in which 
“Maccabi Modi'im” are competing 
are cricket, field hockey for both 
men and women, football and mini- 
football and rugby, while individual 
athletes will take part in gymanstics, 
squash, swimming, tennis and track 
and field events. 

In spite of having been banned 
from up to eight sports at the last 
three Games, the South Africans 
continued to be among the biggest 
contingents at the Maccabiah - 123 
participants in 1973, then 144 in 1977 
and 200 in 1981. On each occasion, 
they followed either the U.S. or 
Israel in the final unofficial medals 
table, collecting a grand total of 45 
medals at the three gatherings. 

Twenty athletes from Colombia 
and India were among the first de- 
legations to arrive for the Games.

Another 130 from Australia and 
Holland were due last night. 

Maccabiah organizers are desper- 
ately worried about tbe threatened 
shutdown of Ben-G orion Airport be- 
came of the country’s troubled eco- 
nomic situation. Almost 3,000 more 
sportsmen and sportswomen are 
scheduled to fly into Israel by the 
weekend. 


“We are making sure that the 
authorities in every related arena are 
folly aware of the serious threat to 
the Maccabiah posed by the grave 
economic situation here," Kevehazi 
said. 1 “Nevertheless, we are going 
ahead with our preparations. The 
Maccabiah is a national asset and 
nothing at all should be allowed to 
harm it.” 

The 4,000 Maccabiah competi- 
tors, - 800 of them Israelis. - are 
staying at a total of 14 venues. More 
than 500 will be at foe new $4.6m. Kfar 
Hamacca biah Hotel, on which the 
bucklers are now working day and 
night to have the handsome edifice 
ready before the opening of the 
Games on Monday. In addition to 
the 150 rooms there, athletes are 
being housed at the 65 hotel rooms 
that were built previously at the 
village - which doubles as the Mac- 
cabi World Union and 12th Macca- 
biah headquarters.

The champion's 78-year-old 
grandfather, also named Boris, was 
reported to have died of a heart 
attack 15 days ago in Becker’s home 
town of Leimen, near Heidelberg. 

The press reports quoted the 
teenager's unde, Hans Becker, as 
saying: “Boris loved the old man 
very much. The two were very close. 
We held a family council and de- 
rided not tell the boy until after 
Wimbledon. It would have upset 
him too much.” - 

The uncle also was quoted as 
saying: “It's sad that his grandfather 
didn't live long enough to see his 
victory in England on TV." 

Becker and his parents are vaca- 
tioning in Monaco. Becker is said to 
have looked “sad and dejected" 
when he left London's Heathrow

U.S. gov’t to sell $2.5 billion 
worth of surplus materials 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The gov- 
ernment plans to sell S2J bfflion in 
surplus materials, part of a- huge 
cache of strategically important sub- 
stances that have been stockpiled in 
case of war, the White House 
announced. ' 

In the Monday announcement, 
the White House claimed the Admi- 
nistration of former U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter grossly overestimated 
the nation's need to stockpile such 
critical materials. 

The report did not specify which 
materials would be declared surplus 
and sold off. But an Administration 
official, speaking on condition he 
would not be identified , said the plan 
would include the eventual sale of 
nearly 50 million troy ounces of 
silver now held in reserve. 

He said the government would 
keep its copper stocks, valued at £46 
million, but would drop platinum.

The remaining stockpile is de- 
signed to meet military, industrial 
and essential civilian needs* for a 
conventional world war lasting three 
years. 

The surplus materials are to be 
sold over five years to the

J apan unveils more plans 
to ease access to its markets 


TOKYO. (Reuter) - Japan prom- 
ised yesterday to cut red tape de- 
laying tbe issue of safety and other 
standards certificates for manufac- 
tured imports, after foreign firms 
complained the .rules blocked their 
sales. 

Officials could not say bow much 
this and other new measures might 
cut Japan’s huge trade surplus, 
which has angered its American and 
European partners. U.S. trade offi- 
cials in Tokyo said they doubted the 
move would have much effect. 

Latest official figures show 
Japan’s trading surplus reached 
£17.7 billion in the first six months of 
1985, up 30.8% in a year. 

Ministers and leaders of the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) 
approved the steps as part of a 
three-year programme to allow 
more foreign goods into Japan.

The total turnover in bonds and 
shares was less than $8 million, the 
lowest since last Wednesday, when 
the current “era" began in the stock 
exchange. 

In the Treasury bill market, 
yesterday saw tbe issuing of a new 
series of bills, which was snapped up 
by large investors and attracted 
some IS18b., or half as much again 
as all shares and bonds put together. 

This last statistic says more about 
the underlying weakness of the stock 
exchange than any other, since it 
highlights the fact that most of the 
money pouring into shekel invest- 
ments is interested in the relative 
safety of high and guaranteed in- 
terest rates, rather than speculative 
stock market ventures.

Normally a sharp drop in the rate 
of interest on Treasury bills would 
signal the willingness or intention of 
the central bank to reduce all in- 
terest rates in the economy but, 
following the announcement last 
week that the Bank of Israel is 
allowing the banks to pay less than 
12% on shekel deposits (i.e., more 
than 2% below the current prime 
rate for borrowers, now standing at 
14%) the old rules no longer apply. 

On tbe one hand, the rate for 
borrowers is being kept high, to 
prevent an expansion of credit, and 
on the other hand, depositors are 
being offered less. 

Meanwhile, the flow of money out 
of poutm accounts slowed to some 
$50m. yesterday, after SSOm. on 
Monday and $100m. on Sunday and 
last Thursday. 

Apparently, those companies and 
individuals who have not yet 
changed dollar assets into shekels 
are adopting a cautious wait-and-see 
attitude, pending the outcome of the 
negotiations with the Histadrut, on 
which the fote of the new economic 
policy now rests. 

This might explain the demand 
that emerged for dollar-lined secur- 
ities, whether bank shares or regular 
bonds. Conversely, the profit-taking 
in index-linked bonds was overdue, 
and that in the “free" shares was 
inevitable, after the meteoric rises 
recorded since last Wednesday.

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A double game 

THE LITTLE PLOT by three Herut politicos - one a deputy 
foreign minis ter, one a regular Knesset member and one a 
former MK - received a great deal of publicity, but got 
nowhere. The “election-campaign headquarters” the plotters 
meant to set up in anticipation of an early national poll turned 
out to be a damp squib. Although most Herut elders chose to 
keep mum on tbe subject, even while voicing displeasure 
privately, their Liberal colleagues publicly termed the idea 
lunacy. 

“Only lunatics,” said the coalition executive chairman, Sara 
Doron, “could think of breaking up the national unity coalition 
and getting ready for early elections at this tune." 

Although the embarrassed plotters have in tbe meantime 
disavowed any such intention, they could have argued in their 
defence that they were only considering preemptive action 
against the possibility of the Alignment dismantling the govern- 
ment. That there has been talk within tbe Alignment in past 
months of thus denying the Likud the benefit of the agreed 
rotation can hardly be denied. Today, however, it would be 
absurd for the Alignment to expect significant victory in an 
election before the present emergency has led to economic 
recovery, which is not likely to happen for some time. 

What could nevertheless bring about the breakup of the 
government, and force either its reconstruction as a narrow 
coalition or early elections, is the oppositionist stance of some 
Herut ministers, who apparently believe that they may claim 
the rights of cabinet membership while disregarding its obliga- 
tions. 

A few days before the economic austerity programme was 
approved by the cabinet, Ariel Sharon, the industry and trade 
minister, while complaining of lack of leadership by the 
premier, urged party colleagues to frustrate every proposal by 
Shimon Peres because it was certain to endanger the country. 
Needless to say, Mr. Sharon raised his hand in the cabinet 
against the programme submitted by the premier and the 
Liberal finance minister, Yitzhak Moda’i. 

But at least when the issue came before the Knesset Mr. 
Sharon, bowing to the elementary dictates of collective respon- 
sibility, voted with the majority to endorse the programme and 
thus express confidence in his own government. Not so David 
Levy, the deputy premier and minister of housing and construc- 
tion, who in effect voted no-confidence with his feet by 
absenting himself from the chamber. 

In a newspaper interview yesterday the director general of 
the Ministry of Housing and Construction, Asher Weiner, 
implied that his minister’s attitude to the programme was 
largely determined by his sensitivity to the plight of the 
unemployed, for he had once been unemployed himself. 

Such sensitivity is worthy of applause. But it did not induce 
Mr. Levy, as cabinet minister, to try to block the approaching 
threat of unemployment when it was being built up by the 
spendthrift Yoram Aridor, nor to accept the offer, made to him 
after Mr. Aridor’s ouster, to head the Treasury and thus to set 
the economy on an even keel without resort to unemployment. 

Now that drastic measures have become imperative to head 
off tiie long predicted economic disaster, Mr. Levy, still a 
cabinet minister, is seeking to make himself a spokesman of 
popular discontent over government policies. With brazenness, 
he accuses the premier of catering not to the nation’s but to his 
party's interests, and when voices are raised in the Alignment 
for his dismissal, Mr. Levy charges a plot to dissolve the 
government. 

If there is such a plot, it is of the deputy premier’s own 
making, and the unstinting support pledged to him by his own 
party leader and vice premier, Yitzhak Shamir - whose own 
interest lies in keeping the domestic peace and ensuring the 
agreed rotation of the premiership - may only hasten the 
government's demise. For a senior minister cannot be allowed 
to play both sides of the street without making a laughing stock 
of the government and its declared policies. 

The prospects of early elections, though admittedly lunatic in 
the circumstances, cannot therefore wholly be ruled out.

Would escape trial though he was 
involved in the same deeds. 

“This fact at the very least should 
have merited the attention of tbe 
House Committee,'’ Nissim said. “It 
would have prevented the status of 
the Knesset from being impaired in 
the eyes of the public, who would 
like to feel that all men are equal 
before the law.” 

Nissim said: “It is not the function 
of the House Committee to set itself 
up as a court of law." 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post after the House Commit- 
tee vote, Zamir said “the conduct of 
the committee majority is a blow 
to the prestige of the Knesset.” 

Amar, a senior executive of the 
Egged bus cooperative, allegedly 
used illegal recordings of phone con- 
versations made by the head of 
Egged’s internal audit committee 
during a period of strife in the coop- 
erative's leadership. He was not 
alleged to have recorded the mate- 
rial himself. 

This is the second time in the 
Knesset's history that the House 
Committee has rejected an attorney- 
general's request to lift an MK’s 
immunity in order to stand trial. 

The first time was in 1954 when 
the attorney-general’s request to lift 
the immunity of Aguda MK Shlomo 
Lorincz was turned down by a 
majority vote. 

Zamir said after yesterday’s set- 
back in the Amar case that be re- 
garded the vote as a vote of no- 
confidence in himself. The vote indi- 
cated that in this country there was 
no such thing as equality before the 
law. 

Amar said to reporters after the 
vote that he had originally agreed to 
have his immunity lifted because in 
any case he felt the evidence was 
flimsy.

DEFENCE MINISTER Yitzhak 
Rabin, the only Labour minister to 
abstain in the cabinet vote on the 
package of draconian economic me- 
asures, has launched an impassioned 
campaign to prevent further cuts in 
die defence budget. 

And when he tells a United Kib- 
butz Movement audience that the 
stockpile of certain items of ordn- 
ance is down to the dangerous pre- 
Yom Kippur War levels, there is 
every reason to attend to his words. 

But his warning is far from being 
the entire truth in the debate on 
cutting the defence budget, the big- 
gest part of the government’s in- 
flated expenditure after the un- 
touchables of debt servicing. 

Anyone who has ever served in 
the army, which in Israel means the 
vast majority of the adult male 
population, had been witness to 
countless examples of waste, du- 
plication and costly bureaucratic stu- 
pidities. 

But even a superhuman effort to 
cut out most of this waste - which 
should certainly be mounted - could 
at best cut budgets in the order of 
magnitude of tens, not hundreds, of 
millions of dollars a year. 

The sort of cuts in the defence 
budget that would have any impact 
on national economic policy, howev- 
er, must be measured in the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars a year. 
Such savings can only be made by 
slashing the size of the army, the 
quality of its mam a rmaments, and 

tiie commitments to large projects 
for the future. 

The army has become as big as it is 
and its firepower and sophistication 
of ordnance has increased in direct 
response to tiie trauma of the Yom 
Kippur War 12 years ago. The over- 
confidence of the 1967-73 period, 
during which many were misled into 
believing that we could whip the 
Arabs in any combination and in all 
circumstances with our hands tied 


AS MORE and more factories and 
offices go over to tbe five-day week, 
it is worthwhile examining whether 
the five-day working week is achiev- 
ing what it was intended to achieve, 
or whether its benefits leave room 
for improvement. 

One of its anticipated advantages 
was that it would enable all sorts of 
tasks to be performed without in- 
terfering with regular work. Visits to 
the doctor and to government 
offices, shopping expeditions, 
appointments with school teachers, 
all these could be carried out on 
Friday mornings, and having to take 
time off- other than for sickness or 
military reserve duty - would be a 
thing of the past. 

How have things turned out in 
practice? Take the case of the man 
who had to have some ample tests 
done at a rick fund dime. His factory 
recently went over to the five-day 
week, and he was happy that be 
could utilize his newly found free- 
dom to go to the clinic. Arriving 
there, he was greeted by the notice: 
“No tests carried out on Fridays.” 

Or take the case of the young 
wo man who had long held the ambi- 
tion to learn to drive. She had saved

behind our backs, gave way to a 
determination by our political and 
military leaders never to take such 
foolhardy risks again. 

The result was a standing army 
more than twice the size of the 
pre-1973 IDF, with commensurate 
increases in quality of armaments - 
although not necessarily in quality of 
performance, as we learned to our 
sorrow in Lebanon. 

SHOULD WE NOW cut back the 
size of our defence forces? I know of 
no one who could give a dear, re- 
sponsible answer to that question. 
The worrisome thing that I do know 
is that we have no mechanism for 
l An afe in g ff fd l a qnp fft ai com- 
ing up with good, objective answers. 

Yitzhak Rabin himself, when he 
was prime minister, fought tooth and 
nail against the implementation of 
the Agranat Commission’s recom- 
mendation to set up a national secur- 
ity council backed by staffs of ex- 
perts from various fields. 

The result is that when we now 
finally have an inner cabinet which 
also serves as a cabinet committee 
for security affairs, and five of its 
members are former defence minis- 
ters or army chiefs of staff, there is 
no staff mechanism for turning it into 
a serious, dedsion-maJring body. 

■ In regard to the macro question of 
the reduction of the size of the army, 
there is no answer but to take the 
necessary steps towards establishing 
such a mechanism. But there are 
other levels which can be dealt with 
much more quickly. 

One of those is the question of 
whether Israel should continue with 
its plans for the building of die Lavi 
jet fighter for the 1990s. 

It is impossible for non-experts to 
take sides on the issue in regard to 
aeronautic technology and the com- 
plex area of predicting costs. 

There should be no such problem, 
however, regarding the baric raison 
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d’etre of the project. That was always 
given by tbe s up por te r s of the Lari as 
the need to free Israel of its total 
dependence on the U.S. on snch a 
crucial question as maintaining air. 
superiority over our Arab enemies. 

BUT. ALAS, that question has 
already been decided for us. Hie 
Lavi project as now envisioned wiH 
continue to be nearly totally depen- 
dent on the U.S., both as regards the 
supply of jet engines, tiie super- 
sophisticated tail and wing assemb- 
lies and the political permission for 
sales to other countries, which alone 
will make the project economically 
viable. 

The basic ' reason for an Israeli- 
made Lavi has been eroded into 
insignifi cance, and it should be eli- 
minated entirely. This is all tbe more 
true since the investments Israel wflJ 
be called upon to make in the pro- 
duction of the Lavi, as opposed to its 
planning, will in all likelihood come 
at tbe expense of the rest of the. 
defence budget. 

As such , ft will most likely weaken 
Israel’s defence rather than streng- 
then ft. 

The main waste in the army that 
most reservists are painfully aware 
of is tbe totally uncontrolled manner 
in which reserves are called up for 
training. Army commanders have 
for decades insisted on the luxury of 
caTKng up many more reservists than 
needed, for much more time than 
needed, with the National Insurance 
Institute footing the bill of their 
civilian salaries. This is a self- 
pampering bureaucratic luxury that 
should have been stopped at any 
time, and certainly in today’s dr- 

rjinrg ^i p rgR. 

Kol Ysraei Has week r eported that 
tiie number of generals in the army 
high command under the incumbent 
Chief of General Staff Moshc Levy 
has increased by 25 per cent. The 
number was overinflated even be- 
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fore that, as was tbe number quite a 
way down the line of command. A 
good argument can also be made 
that many of our top army comman- 
ders are overpaid. 

BUT HERE the question must be 
asked: Overpaid compared to wbat, 
and to whom? 

The army command is overpaid 
compared to the country’s ability to 
pay. But they are certainly under- 
paid compared to the salaries paid in 
our banks, insurance companies and 
most other private and public firms 
with whom the army competes for 
top manpower. 

In this regard, Defence Minister 
Rabin is absolutely correct in his 
stance of “Apres vous, Gaston.” It 
would be unconscionable and pro- 
foundly irresponsible tocutthe army 
budget any further and reduce tbe 
conditions of employment of its 
middle-level and high commands as

up the not inconsiderable sum of 
money required, but still lacked the 
time. And now that her firm has 
gone over to the five-day week, what 
could be easier than ar ranging driv- 
ing lessons on Fridays? A notice 
greeted her at the driving-school, 
stating that the roof organization of 
driving schools had decided that all 
schools in the area were to be dosed 
on Fridays. 

An age-old problem for the 
working-man is how to find time for 
the dentist. Some dentists accept 
patients in the mornings only, others 
in the afternoon as well, but general- 
ly their hours are the usual office 
hours. As a result, anyone suffering 
from a toothache not only has to 
endure tiie physical pain and to find 
the huge sums generally demanded 
to pay for treatment, but also has to 
incur financial loss by having to take

thought that the introduction of die 
five-day week would at least partial- 
ly solve the problem, and some visits 
to the dentist could be on Fridays.

When I became a Root employee, 
I was apprised of the advantages 
offered by the Koor supermarkets, 
and indeed, great savings can be 
made by shopping there.

ITS UNFORTUNATE but true 
that as the years go by eyesight 
weakens, and many people need 
glasses.

It is customary for post offices and 
banks to dose on Wednesday after- 
noons, and many h anks have taken 
to dosing on Monday afternoons as 
well.

tary immunity as Israel. Nowhere 
would you fold immunity for an 
offence committed before tbe sus- 
pect was elected to parliament, as in 
the case of Amar.” 

He said: “I have not been accused 
of harassing Amar on political 
grounds and neither has any 
attorney-general before me been so 
accused. Yet the Supreme Court has 
already ruled that such grounds are 
the only justification for applying 
parliamentary immunity.” 

Zamir explained that the offence 
carries a maximum of three years’ 
imprisonment, like theft, and hence 
it can not be described as trivial. 

He told The Post : “We in the legal 
profession hold that the wiretapping 
law, which is designed to protect 
privacy, is a progressive measure 
and a modem statute that Israel can 
be proud of. Now the House Com- 
mittee majority has virtually abro- 
gated that law. I asked the MKs 
whether they would consider a 
citizen tapping their own phones as a 
trivial offence.” 

Zamir said that legal proceedings 
against the other thre e Egged mem- 
bers involved with Amar in the same 
offence would proceed normally. 

House Committee chairman 
Micba Reiser said it was not precise 
to state that the committee vote was 
an expression of no confidence in 
Zamir. 

The four votes supporting Zamir’s 
request were by lawyers David 
Liba’i (Alignment-Labour); Ehud 
OJmert and Michael Eytan (Likud- 
Herut); and Yossi Sand (Citizens 
Rights Movement). Chaike Gross- 
man (Mapam) abstained. 

Zamir said: “The committee 
members mostly have no legal train- 
ing. They dismissed the case against 
Amar without hearing witnesses or 
prosecution, as a court would. I told 
the committee several times that tiie 
file was open for all to consult but 
not one of them bothered to ask for 
the file. In fact before I first came to 
tbe committee four of its members, 
including lawyers, came to me and 
told me to drop tiie case for my own 
good because I was knocking my 
head against a brick wall.” 


SOCIALISM IS NOT TO BLAME 


To die Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, -In your magazine of June 28, 
you publish a long article which 
purportedly sets out the views of the 
icsep led by Daniel Doron. I would 
like to make some comments on the 
ideas set out in the article. 

firstly, it is not axiomatic that the 
problems in which Israel finds itself 
sinking are connected in any way 
with its “socialist” economy, what- 
ever this means. To me, socialism 
has wider connotations titan a mish- 
mash of regulations, and my im- 
pression is that Mr. Doron has used a 
label convenient for bis purpose, 
rather than presenting a reasoned 
logical argument. 

Secondly, while I can see tbe vir- 
tue of a free market economy, it 
needs to be pointed out that the 
U.S., which probably gets closer to 
this ideal than any other economy, 
still suffered in tiie Thirties, its most 
devastating economic crisis. 

Thirdly, a free market approach as 
advocated here, pre-empts the 
whole question of private vs. public 
goods, by categorically denying the 


validity of the latter, not by present- 
ing any proof of the former’s super- 
iority. Indeed, all Mr. Doron’s pro- 
nouncements simply state a case and 
do not provide evidence. 

Fourthly, the relationship be- 
tween public and private outlays is 
more complex than Mr. Doron is 
willing to admit. Even that paragon 
of private enterprise, the United 
States, saw its roads, railways etc., 
all built from public funds. Indeed, I 
cannot think of one modem eco- 
nomy where the basic infrastructure 
was built by private enterprise. 

Fifthly and finally, tbe more com- 
plex ‘‘post-industrial” society of the 
21st century requires objectives and 
policies to which the market eco- 
nomy cannot direct itself and to 
which it is, at times, inimical. 

Space precludes a more detailed 
discussion , but it would be as well for 
readers to realize that the Icsep is 
just as one-sided is its logic as the 
“socialists” it decries.
